Sweeping Advances 
Moscow dispatches said East 
Prussia, German Silesia and West­

The two Red armies driving in­ 
to East Prussia from Lithuania 
and along its southern order to­ 
ward Danzig were developing a 
pincers around the province in a 
bid to cut it off from the Reich.

Vitam in*: Dr. C. W ard C a m p ­ 
ton gave a cod liver oil concentrate 
of 150,000 unit* of Vitam in A and 
15,000 units of Vitam in D as an 
initial dose and sm aller doses 
th ereafter and found in 81 per 


eent of hia patients that the eold 
was “cured, abated or favorably 
modified.” 
Although no claim* 
are made for the remedy in eold 
prevention, many person* have in 
a m anner avo;den cold. by con­ 
sistently stopping them in then 
prodromal stage. 
But a note of pessimism breaks 
In with the report of other work­ 
ers that the use of A and D v ita­ 
mins have not proved of value in 
preventing or curing colds. Sine*- 
colds are self-limiting, the results 
m ust be very striking before one 
can a.scribe any irfluence to an 
agent directed towards cure. 
Sulfa Drugs 
Sulfa drugs; Sulfadiazine was 
the 
preparation 
used by 
Dr*. 
Kus.-ell Cecil, Norman Plummer 
and Wilson G. Smiilie. They point 
out that it is the complications of 
the common cold th a t make the 
trouble. The uncomplicated cold, 
now generally a cep ted as due to a 
flit* raide virus, run* a mild course, 
and clears up completely in four 
to seven days. 
It is the secondary bacterial im ­ 
plantation which make the trou­ 
ble. A gainst these the sulfa drugs 
m ight operate. In 66 persons, 48 
were treated by aulfadiazine, 24 
were untreated and observed as 
controls. There was a uniform de­ 
crease in the secondary bacterial 
infections in the nose with the use 
of sulfadiazine. The doctors are 
opposed, however, to the routine 
use of sulfa drugs in the common 
cold, and use aulfa on only those 
cases in which it a p p e a r compli­ 
cations may be imminent. 
P atulin: 
Patulin is a form of 
penicillin. In a atudy by W. A. 
Hopkins of 95 patients with th* 
common cold and 85 others used 
as controls w hen solutions of patu- 
Un were sprayed into the nos* 68 
per cent of the treated patient* 
recovered completely w ithin 48 
hours, while oniy 9 per cent of the 
controls recovered t.iat quickly. 
No ill effect* were observed.
